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A SAVING OF MILLIONS. 


Scheme to Salvage War Material and 
Work It Up for Army Use. 


A huge scheme of salvage, which | 
will save the country millions a year, 
and probably as much as £100,000,- | 
000 by the time the war is ended, is 
about to be put into operation. It 
crowns the work of Mr. Andrew Weir, 
the able Director-General of Supply. 
To carry out the scheme a board of 
twelve experts, at the head of which 
is Lieut.-Gen. Sir John Cowans, has 
been appointed; the actual Director 
of Salvage is Brig.-Gen. L. “W. Arcl- 
erley, who is well spoken of. 

The idea is to collect and bring 
back from France the whole of the 
war material that has been lying 
there unused or half-used for some 
time, and to work it up again for the 
army. In this fashion enormous quan- 
tities of copper, steel, and such-like 
| commodities, which otherwise would 
need to be brought from overseas, 
will be available, thus effecting a 
most valuable saving in tonnage, not 
to speak of money. 

There are dumps in France so ex- 
tensive that it will take 1,000 men 
weeks to remove the stuff, but, pre- 
} sumably, the task will be tackled sys- 
| tematically, and spréad over a period 
| sufficiently long to avoid any strain 
| on the labor at the front. 

A modest salvage scheme, by means 
of which empty shell-cases and worn- 
out clothing for remanufacture have 
been returned to England, has been 
in operation for a number of months, 
| but its results are modest compared 
with those aimed at in the new 
scheme which brings into being an 
organization that will deal with the 
raw material from the collecting 
stage to its re-issue and on a com- 
mercial basis.—Tit-Bits. 


Faith In the Trenches, 


Harry Lauder tells in the Amer- 
ican Magazine of his experience in 
France, and he says: 

H “I spent many days in the trenches, 
| the rest camps, the hospitals, and in 

the surrounding towns, and the most 
definite impression I carried away 
was one concerning the spiritual at- 
| mosphere which surrounds. the 
| French and_ British soldiers in 
| France. I talked with some of the 
men for hours at a time about their 
experiences in battle, about their 
feeling toward the enemy, but the 
one thing I came away with, above 
all other impressions, was the con- 
viction that every single one of these 
men, no matter what manner of lives 
they had lived before, now possess 
a calm, clear conviction that if they 
fall in the thick of the fight, they will 
pass into the life beyond. 

“‘That’s why we take such 
chances,’ one man told me simply. ‘Do 
you thing for a moment that if we 
| thought that life held nothing for us 
than the earthly body we possess, 
we would fight with such a confidence 
able to, because we would be doing 
able to, because we woudl be doing 
everything in our power to preserve 
this life of ours, But seeing men 
die as I have seen them, I know 
better than to disbelieve in a future 
life. And because we have no fear) 
of death, everyone of us fling our- 
selves over the bags and on to the 
Huns with a fierce, almost savage joy. 
We are almost Japanese in our fatal 
ism, and because that spirit is sweep- 
ing among our men we are going to 
win this war. We don’t believe it) 
possible that men who go into battle, | 
knowing that they are fighting for a 
righteous cause, and unafraid of 
death, can be beaten back forever, 
Some day, at some point, the enemy | 
must weaken, and then we will sweep 
over the top and nothing will hold 
us back, We know it just as surely 
as we Fnow the sun will rise to-mor- 
row,’"*

It is the general opinion that the 
speeches in the House of Lords 
against woman suffrage, at the ses- 
sion which witnessed the victory of 
the women’s cause, certainly did not 
err on the side of originality, what- 
ever high level they reached in the 
matter of eloquence. Lord Loreburp 
spoke of ‘a leap in the dark,’”’ one 
of the Morning Post’s favorite expres- 
sions; Lord Curzon of the “opening 
of floodgates,” It was curious how 
prominent a part was taken In the 
debate by no less than five chancel- 
lors, past and present.
